They shall ap- 
point, or provide by ordinance, that the qualified voters of the city, or 
of tho wards, or districts, as the case may require, shall elect all such 
city officers as shall be necessary for the good government of said city, 
and for the due exercise of its corporate powers, and which shall have 
been provided for by ordinance, as to whose appointment or election, 
provision is not herein made, and not provided for by any general law 
of the state, in reference to cities of the first class ; and all city officers, 
whose term of office is not prescribed, and whose powers and duties are 
not defined in the act to whieh this is amendatory, or some general act 
amendatory thereto, shall perform such duties, exercise such powers, 
and continue in office for such term of time, not less than two nor more 
than three years, as shall be prescribed by ordinance, but all officers to 
be elected, shall be elected at the regular annual election for municipal 
corporations.

SicnoN 1. Beit enacted 2y the General AuemUy of the State of 
Ohio^ That any person or persons who unlawfully enters the premises Distorbiog or 
of another, for the purpose of disturbing or carrying away any box, carrying off 
gnm, or vessel containing bees or honey, shall be deemed guilty of a beesorhoneya 
misdemeanor, and, on conviction thereof, shall be fined in any sum not ouademeanor. 
exceeding five hundred dollars, or imprisoned in the jail of the county 
not exceeding sixty days, or both, at the discretion of the court, and 
shall make restitution to the party injured in double the amount of 
damages sustained.

penses incident thereto, and report the same to the council. After

confirmation. Objections shall be in writing, and filed with the city 
clerk, and objectors may be heard before the council, at the time spe- 
cified in the notice. The council may set such report aside on their 
own motion, or they may, after hearing objections, confirm the same. 
If the council set the first, or any other report of such committee, 
aside, they may appoint another committee of the same qualifications as 
hereinbefore provided ; and all proceedings thereafter shall be the same 
as is prescribed in the first proceedings. After the report of such com- 
mittee shall have been confirmed as aforesaid, the council may at any 
time direct the city engineer to make an estimate of the cost of con- 
structing any main sewer, and the council shall then appoint ases-

Supplemcntaiy to an act to provide for the organizatloa of cities and incorpo- 
rated villages, passed May 3, 1852, and the amendment passed March 11, 
1853, and a snpplementary act passed April 8, 1856, and supplementary to 
tbe act passed April 12, 1858. 

Section 1. Be it enacted hy the General AssemUy of the State of 
Ohioj That in all cities of the first class, having a population of 40,000 
inhabitants and less than 100,000, in which water-works have hereto- 
fore or may hereafter be established, it shall be lawful for the city coun- 
cil to provide by ordinance for the division of said city into not more 
than six sewarage dbtricts, designating the same by name or number; 
and that for the purpose of defraying the expense of constructing mala 
sewers in said districts, or either one of them, the city council shall have 
power to borrow, from time to time, as they shall deem expedient, a sum 
of money not to exceed thirty thousand dollars for any one district, upon 
the credit of the city, and shall have authority to issue bonds, with in* 
terest coupons attached, pledging the faith and credit of said city for 
the payment of the principal and interest of said bonds : Provided, that 
all bonds issued as aforesaid shall have the name or number of tbe dis- 
trict for which the same were issued legibly written or printed upoa 
them, and shall be signed by tbe mayor and city clerk, and be sealed 
with the seal of the city: And provided, further, that no city of the. 
class above mentioned, which under the provisions of the act entitled 
'' an act i^pplementary to an act to provide for tbe organization of cities

have the power to change, alter or enlarge, and such city is hereby pro- 
hibited from changing, altering or enlarging the boundaries of any dis- 
trict or districts so established : And provided, further, that such city 
shall have no power to build or construct, and is hereby prohibited from 
building or constructing, under this act, any main sewer in any such 
district or districts, in which, under the provisions of said act of March 
22, 1860, a main sewer has not been commenced and partly constructed. 

Sec. 2. That for the purpose of repaying the principal and interest 
of the bonds by this act authorized to be issued, it shall be lawful for 
tho city council to assess and collect upon and from all the real estate 
in the district for which bonds are issued, in each and every year there- 
after until the interest and principal of said bonds are fully paid and 
satisfied, an amount of money sufficient to pay the interest due upon 
said bonds semi-annually, and such an amount as upon computation 
shall be found necessary to provide a sinking fund for the redemption 
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of the beads so iBsoed as aforesaid, at their maturity : Provided, that 
not more than, five per cent, per annam shall be collected in any one 
year of the principal of the bonds authorized by this act to be issued. 

Sec. 8. That it shall be lawful for the city auditor to make the Dat^ofoity 
assessment required by the preceding section, upon all the real estate auditor as to 
in each and every district in which such main sewers may or are de- ^cssmeut,

For the relief of the fiuniUes of ioldien and marinea in the Slate and United 

States eeryice. 

BionoH 1. Be it enacted tjr Ae General Aeeernhfyofthe State of 
Ohio, That lor the reKef of the neoeflBities of the faiuliea of scalers 
and marines in the aerrice of the state or United States, there be and 
hereby is levied and aopoasod, Ibr the year eighteen hundred and sixty- 
three, one mill on the dollar valuation on the grand list of taxable 
propmiy of the state.

8no. S. The directors shall haye polrer to regolate and fix the ap- Powers and 
pointment, duties, dismisials, and sahnrof all omars and employees of f^^j^^^ 
m penitentiary, not otherwise provided for br law, and annually, on or ™^^ 
before the flfteentii day of November, snbolt to the {governor of the 
state a report of the condition of the prison, together witii suggestions 
as to the improvements that may to them appear necesearjr ; which 
rmri diall also contain tiie name of every person employed m the in* 
sbtutioB, their duties, the wages wd to eaen, and a detsdedaooountrf * 

tiie reeeipts and expenditures of the same, tnm all seuroes, and for all 
purposes whatever, naminc all {wrsons who have reeeived or paid money 
on aeoount of the prison^ ue articles purchased or sold, and the amount ^ 
so received or paid. At tlie chMC of eaeh fiscal year, it ahall be the 
duty of the direotors, asristed 1^ the warden and steward, to make an 
appndsal of all the property of the state connected with the prison 
(eaoept real estate), comprismg raw material and manufootured goods, 
f ur nitur e, machinery, tools, stMk, fbel, forage, provisions, bodai, med^ 
efaMB, vehidles, and all manner and kind of goocui or moveable property 
then on hand, all of which shall be stated in an inventory, to be recraded 
in a book, and published in the annual report provided for herein. 

8ia. 4. The said directors, or a majority of them, shsll ^^int a Appointment 
warden, who shall hold his oiBce for the term of two years, unless sooner Twarden. 
removed by the directors ; but in case of removal, the reasons therefor 
liball be entered on the journal of the institution. The warden shall Waidn'soatli 
like an oath or affirmation futhftilly to discharge the duties of his oflbie, aodtMinl 
and (pve bond to tiie state ct OUo in tiie sum of ten thousand dollars, 
with at least two good and sufficient freehold securities, to be apppoved 
by the directors, attomey^^eneral and auditor of state, conditioned for 
me fidthfiil performance of the several duties which are hereby, or which 
may from time to time be required ef him by law, which said bond shall 
he depodted irith the treasurer of state. The governor, by and with Clerk, 
the aavice and consent of tiie senate, shall appoint a derk ot the peni- 
tentiary. Tlie warden, with the advice and consent of the dire^ors. Other officen. 
ehall have power to appoint a deputy warden and steward, and such 
number of asristsat keepers as ma^ be deemed necessary ; ell of whom 
shall fedce an oath or aflSrmation fiuthftilly to discharge their duties, and 
give bonds to the state of Ohio; the derk, depui|riwden, and steward 
m tiie sum of three thousand ddlars each, and the assistant keepers in 
the sum of five hundred dollars each, with security, to be approved by 
the directors, which bonds shall be deponted with the treasurer of state. 

8no. 6. The direotors .shall appomt a phyddan, who diall attend Phjeldan,aod 
to aU the cases of sidcness among oonviots, reside near the pemtentiary, his datiee. 
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visit the piiflcm a( least oiiee each daj, and have a general aanitary oyer* 
aighl of the prisoo ; and shall oooimiuiicale to the dkecton, at eaoh 
Meral Dieetiaj(» on the genenl ohaiaoter of the health of the prisonen 
dnriag the pveoeding tbee months ; and shall, in like manner, report 
anaoiulj the aaaitaiy eoodition of the prison for the past year, with soeh 
soggestioBS in fsgprd thereto as he may deem neeesssiy, wlueh qosi^ 
te^ eonmnBientioBs shall be entered on the jommal. He shall hare 
eharge of all the medimnes pnrshssed for the prison, and shall see that 
the same are earefdlly kepi and property used; be shall inform the 
warden from tisM to time of the kincb and ^oantities needed for a new 
aopply, and shall give snob advice as may assiat him in makmg judioioas 
pnichases, end if wortUess or imprcqper articles are bought, may reject 
them. In the manner of jMreserviog a record of all articles recei^ied, 
their inspection, safe keepmg and use, together with the report of dia- 
Cfopanms. and receipt to the clerk, he shall in all oeses, so far as the 
same may be made applicable, be governed by the provisions of seotaon 
twdve of this set, rslating to die ^oties of steward. The phyBieian 
shall recetTC an annual compensation for his eenrioes not exceeding 
m|^t hundred doUen. 

SsQ. 6. Tbe warden shall receive an annual oomjpensation for his 
aervicee not escsedin^ twelve hundred dollars ; the clerk shall leceive 
an annual oompensatiCQ for his services not exceeding one thousand 
doUam; the deputy warden shall receiTO an annual compensation for 
his services net i»eeeding eight hundred dollars; the steward shall 
receive an imnual compensation for his services not exeeeding six hun- 
dred dolhurs ; and eaoh asustant keeper shall receive a compensation 
not exceeding iaiij dollars per month, except the night-watch, who may 
receive for^y^e dollam per month. No person so employed shall be 
paid in any other capacity, nor shall they be entided to or receive any 
perquisites, in the shape of bomd, provisions, carriages, hordes, or oth- 
erwise, either for themselves or families, unless ^he same shidi be allowed 
by law, or shall be permitted to receive any compensation or reward of 
any desorqition firom contractors; end if eny penon so employed shall 
receive any compensation or rewsrd of any description from any oon- 
tractc^, to promote Ac interests or adTuntsge of such contractor, or shall 
make use of any pn^perty of any description bdonging to the peniten- 
tiary, for his own private purpose, such person shd[l be deemed guiky 
of a misdemeanor, and, upon oonviotion thereof, shall be fined in any 
sum not exceeding five hnnored doUsm, and be imprisoned in the county 
jail not exceeding sixty days, and shall be discharged from his lAee. 
And if any officer procure ue escape of any convict, or connive at, or 
aid, or assist in the escape of any convict from the penitentiary, whether 
such convict esom or not, he shall, on oonvmtion thereof, be sentenced 
to hard labor in tke penitentiary for any term not less thsn one nor more 
diaa three years; and if any other person shall aid or assirt in the ea- 
cq» of any convict from the penitentiary, such person shall, on convic- 
tion thereof, be asntenced to hard labor in the penitentiary for any 
term not less than six months, nor sMre than one year. 

Sic. 7. That neither the directors, warden, or other officer or em- 
ployee of the prison, shall receive any money or article of value* by 
gift or otherwise, in payment for, or in consideration of any efibrt made, 
or influence used by such officer or ^ployee, to seoure a pardon for 
any convict, or shall receive money or a valuable consideration as a 
reward for ameli<mitittg the condition of a convict by alleviating the 
rigor of his punishment, or aibrding him or her better treatsMnt than 
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ctiMr QOiiYieU are oidinaiily entitled to receive. Anj officer or em- Penaltj there- 
pbjee guilty of sack oflenae, shall, upon conviotion thereof, be fined '^^- 
in any sam not exceeding one hundred dollars, or imprisoned m the jail 
of the proper county^ not exceeding sixty days, or both, at the discretion 
of the omirt, and shall be discharged from his office, or employment. 
No person who shall be in the habitoal use of mtoxicating liquors, or Officers pro-

Sxc. 8. It shall be the duty of the directors to appoint a chaplain Appointment 
of the Ohio penitentiary, who snail hold his office for two years, and of chaplain:

dollars. The chaplain shall be a minister of the gospel, in good stand- 
ing in some one of the denominations of this state, who shall be competent

The directors shall not appoint one of their number either Directors not 
warden, chaplain or physician, nor snail either of the officers here men- to appoint one 
tioned hold any other dGice or place in the institution. At the close of of their own

^gions and moral conduct of the prisoners daring the past year, stating 
dierein what service he shall have performed, and the fruits, if any, of 
his inatructmns. 

Sso. 9. The warden shall have in charge the whole operation of Powers and 
the institution, and shall be its executive and superintending officer ; duties of war- 
and in case a guard, assistant keener, or subordinate officer of the in- ^^* 
stitution other than the clerk, should violate any of the laws or rules of 
the prison, it shall be the duty of the warden to suspend said offending 
gnard, assistant keeper, or officer, until the meeting of the directors 
next ensuing, who shall then examine into the charge preferred, and 
disohafge or retain said guard, assistant keeper, or officer, as justice 
may require. During such suspension, the officer or guard shall not ' 
be entitled to nay unless reinstated. Ujpon a like violation on the part The clerk. 
of the clerk, the warden or directors Shall at once report the facts ^ the 
governor, for his action. The warden shall, under the supervision of 
the directors, attend to the pur(jiasing of all articles for the institution, 
embraoing dothini^ provisiQus, medicine, materials for building or re- 
paira^ or any raw niaterial to be manufactured in the penitentiary, , 

wherein the amount of any one article purchased during the year, shall 
not exceed one hqadred dollars. 

Sno. 10. It shall be the daty of the clerk to act as secretary to the Duties of the 
hoard of directors, and shall do such writing and perform such other clerk, 
duties aa may be required of him by the directors and warden of the 
prismij relating to the affiura thereof, and shall have charge and custody • 
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of all llie books of toooaiits, bilk, registon, reionis, uid other docu- 
ments nni papers relating thereto, all of whioh shall be preserved and 
remain in the prison as pnblio property, and shall be open at all times 
to the ezammation of eacn director, the warden, and every oAer person 
anthoriied by law to ezanune the same. Abstracts of the books, oeit»> 
lied nnder the hand and seal of either of said diieetors, shall be good 
evidence in snit against the derk, warden, or steward, or his or tiieir 
secnrities. The derk shall attend at the prison daily dnring the proper 
business honrs, nnless, by the reooest of the directors or warden, he is 
Astoaooovntp otherwise engsfrad in transaotbg bosiness on aocoimt of the prison. He 
Ae. ' shall open and jceep an aoconnt with each and every oonnty within this 

jrtate, and enter the costs ct conviction and transportation of all convicts 
nnder the head of the oonnty from which iihey are sent; and he shall, 
moreover, keep all the vouchers, properly receipted, in support of each 
and every charge, and file tiiem in progression and nnmerieal order, 
and the number of the vondiers diall correspond with the entiy num- 
bered on the journals of accounts to be kepi^ and at the expiration of 
each fiscal year, the vouchers of that year shall be filed and labeled^ 
with the proper year written on the outside, and the whole carefully 
preserved ; and it diall be the duty of the diiectofe to examine, settle, 
and report the same, in the same manner as the other accounts of the 
^omnt with institution are examined, settled, and reported. He shall also open and

pense rf convicts committed under their aumonty, and crediting the 
amount paid tot the same. He shall keen the books and accounts of 
the financial transactions of the prison, whi<m shall present a fiur, honest, 
impartial, and fidthfnl record of the same, written in a plain round hand* 
witaproDer indices, upon a system of book-keepng easily understood, 
which wul Mable him at all times to present in a plain and intelligible 

ale, a fkir exhibit of the financial condition of the institution. Among 
er entries which it shall be the duty of the derk to make in ihe 
books of the institution, he shall open a separate account in said books 
with the state; and he shall also have a cash, prisoner's fund, oonstmo- 
tion, repairing, provision, clothing, bedding and lights, fod, salaries, 
hospitd, visitor, and miscellaneous account, and an account with the 
lessees of convict labor, and an account with each officer and employee; 
and all the entries bdonging to any one of the classes, whether they 
are debits or credits, shaU he made under the appropriate head, and 
shall be kept dear and distinct from all others, a complete balance 
dieet of which shall be made out ouarterly and presented to the direct 
ors for their inspection, whioh shall be certified to by him under oath ; 
Setttsmentk snd at the dose of the year, a settlement shall be had with all 

parties having dealings with the prison (excei>t convicts), and each of 
the several accounts shall be adjusted and paid, or, in milure of pBy> 
ment, shall be closed by balance or otherwise, and the balance appeai^ 
ing, either of debit or credit, shall be carried ibrward to the account of 
the next year, and an abstract of which shall appear in the annual state- 
ment of tiie clerk, hereinafter provided fiv, to enable the warden and 
directors, in their report to the governor, to present a dear and finthfnl 
exhibit of the aflbirs of the prison Ibr each year, distinct flrom all otherBb 
He shall carefullv examine, enter, and file awav all bills rendered for 
articles purchased fbr the prison, and salaries of officers and employees, 
together with all receipts that may have been obtained in paymenl 
thereof, and all receipts for money paid into the treascry on account of 
the prison, all of which it is hereby made the duty of the warden to 
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fimisli liun. He shall keep a register of oonviets, in whioh tbe names 
of the conTicts shall be alphabetiadly arranged, and in wbieh snail be 
entered, nnder appropriate oolnmns, the date of oonviotion, where bom, 
age, sex, oecnpation, oomplexion, statare, orime, eoort, ooantj where 
ooDvioted, term of sentenee, number of preyions eonyiotions, to what 
priflon or prisons preriovsly sent, when disoharged and how discharged, 
and sneh additional faots shall be stated on the register as tbe directors 
maj deem proper. The clerk shall enter and eoantersign all orders ^ 

upon the treasury fbr money ; hc^ shall keep a record of M the officers 
and employees of the prison, the serriee performed by each, and their 
oompensation ; he shall also keep a complete record of all contracts 
made for supplies for the prison, or for the hire of conviots ; he shall 
furnish visitors with tickets, and keep a strict account of all moneys re- 
ceived therefor. The clerk shall annually (or oftener if called upon by 
the warden and directors so to do) famish them a statement, from his 
books, of the financial transactions of the prison, together with such • 
particulars relating to the convicts as shall be requisite to enable them 
to make their annual report to the governor, and shall preserve in the 
prison a set of the official reports made to the governor respeeting the 
same, for which purpose it is hereby made the duty of the state librarian 
to fdrniah him a copy annually, as soon as it is publbhed. The clerk His term of 
shall enter upon the discharge of the duties of his office on the first Mon- office, 
day in Ittay, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-lhree, and every two 
years thereafter ; he shall be subject to removal, nowever, at the pleas- 
ure of the governor, whenever in his opinion good cause exists for such 
removal. 

Sao. 11. It shall be the duty of the deputy warden to assist the Duties of th» 
wvden in the discharge of his duties, and in the temporary absence or deputy wa»- 
nokneas of the warden, shall discharge the duties devolving upon that den. 
officer. He shall, under the direction of the warden, have general 
supervision of the assistant keepers, guards and prisoners, and direct 
them in their duties and labors ; he shall make careful examioations 
daily of the locks, doors, and cells generally, to see that they are in 
proper order, and on discovery of any thing wrong or needing repairst 
diall report the same immediately to the warden. He shall be con* 
itently moving about the establishment and visiting frequently the 
workshops, kitchen, hospital, and all departments of the prison, and 
shall see that good order is observed and that the whole establishment 
ediibits neatness and cleanliness throughout. He shall inspect the 
aims and equipments of the wall-guards at least once a week, and shall 
see that they are in proper order, and that a sufficient amount of am- 
munition is provided. He shall be present and preside at the meals of 
the prisoners, unless the warden should be present and supply bis place ; 
nd the deputy warden shall discharge such other duties as the direo- 
tars and wu!den may from time to time require of him. 

8x0. 12. The steward shall have charge and custody of all provi- Duties or the 
■ons, olothing, forage, fuel, stores, and other supplies of whatever steward, 
kind purchas^ for the use of the prison (except medicines), for the 
proper care and disposition of which he shall be held responsible ; he 
iball keep an accurate account, in a book provided for that purpose, of 
all articles purchased for the use of the prison and placed in his posses- 
■on, and of all articles delivered therefrom ; he shall take charge of all 
neh articles purchased by the warden and brought to the prison, and 
br which tbe warden shall furnish him a hill or invoice whether the

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same was bought upon oontraet or othenriBe. Upon receipt of th* 
article, be abafi carerally examine the same and eoanpare eaoh article 
with the invoice or bill thereof, to aaoertain whether it corresponds 
in weight, quality, and qoantity with the contract, or with the provi* 
Biona of law regulating auch parcbaae ; and in oaae the article received 
does not in all respects correspond, he shall note the discrepancy, and im* 
mediately notify the warden or clerk thereof. If the article and in- 
voice agree as to amount, and the quality of the article is good, and 
the price reasonable, and corresponding with the contract in all 
resp^ts, the steward shall deliver to the derk his receipt therefor, 
which the clerk shall compare with his own entiy and the original bill 
or invoice in his possession, of the same purchase ; if any diBcrepamnr 
appears, it shall be satis&ctorily adjusted before payment is made. If 
the steward's receipt and clerk's entry and invoice ccHrrespond, the 
clerk shall file and preserve the said receipt; and he shall countersigQ 
no order on the treasury for the payment of any bill for clothing, provi- 
sions or supplies relatins; to the steward's department, for which h« 
does not hold the steward^ proper receipt, or of any bill for medicines 
without having the phyucian's receipt tnerefor. No goods or artioles 
purchased for the prison shall be received by the steward unless accom- 
panied by an invoice as herein provided ; such goods or articles, when 
received^ shall be kept in some suitable place within the prison, under 
his charge^ and no goods shall be delivered by him except on a written 
requisition from the kitchen keeper, the matron of the female prison, 
or the warden, for the proper use of his or her department, or, in 
the absence of either, of the person acting as such ; such requisition 
shall in all cases be placed on file, and the articles named in such re- 
quisition shall be entered in his book, which book shall state what ths 
articles were, the quantity delivered, and on whose order they were de- 
livered, and to what department or place sent. At the dose of ths 
fiacal year, and quarterly during the year, the steward shall make out 
a.^x>rrect statement, attested by his affidavit, giving the amount of each 
article received, and the quantity, the amount and kinds of goods de- 
livered on requisitions, and to whom delivered, and the quantity of 
each kind of property on hand, with the value thereof at the time ; 
which, statement shall be furnished the directors for examination, to be 
by them .compared with the books of the derk, the result of which shall 
be entered in the journal. 

Sso. 13. That the warden, by and with the advice and consent of 
the directors, shall appoint a matron, who shdl hold her office for a 
term of two years, unless sooner removed, at i salary not exceeding 
four hundred dollars per annum, whose duty it shall be to super- 
intend the ^department of the prison appropriated to females, under 
the general disection of the warden, and according to such rules and 
regulations as the warden and directors may from time to time pre- 
scribe. Suitable apartments shall be assigned to her in the female de- 
partment of the prison, where she shall be required to reside; and no 
other person shall be employed or paid in the capadty of matron or 
assistant matron. The warden and directors may, by order, from time 
to time, prescribe the kind of labor in which the female convicts shall 
be employed ; providing such employment as in their judgment will 
best subserve the interest of the state, and tend to promote the welfare 
of the prisoner. For any vioUtion of the rules of the prison by the 
female prisoners, the matron shall report the ofifenses to the warden. 
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tbit he may giTe hm Buoh iostniotions in regard to punishment or cor- 
reetion as toe natnre of the ease may require. 

Ssc. 14. The directors shall assign to the warden suitable apart- Apartments 
ments in the prison, where he shall reside with his family, which rooms ^^ warden la 
or apartments he may ooenpy free of charge. Such officers and em- ^^ i 
ployees as the directors may think necessary for the preserration of ??*J^|fi! ^ 
good order and the safety of the prison, shall be boarded and lodged ^i^^^en. 
by the warden within the institution, for which such officer or em- 
ployee shall pay the waxden such amount as inay be mutually agreed 
upon. 

Sic. 15. All accounts for claims against the penitentiary, whether Claims ogamst 
for salaries, repairs, buildings, or other objects (except those hereinafter penitentiary, 
named), shall be made in duplicate— one to the auditor of state, and 
the other to the comptroller of the treasuiy. All accounts for provi- 
sions, dothine, and supplies for the prison relating to the steward's 
department, snail be in triplicate— one to the auditor of state, one to 
ihe comptroller of the treasury, and the other . to the steward of the 
pnsoQ. Accounts for medicines shall likewise be in triplicate ; one to 
the auditor of state, one to the comptroller of the treasury, and the 
other to the physician of the prison. Before payment shall be made 
tberemi, the clerk shall make an entry of the same on the books of the 
prison, stating the particulars contained in such bill or account ; and 
the account for the auditor shall be certified by the warden, counter- 
signed by ihe clerk, and endorsed " approved," by at least two of the 
directors. 

Ssc. 16. The warden of the penitentiary shall, within five days Warden's 
after the close of each month, make out, certify and file with the audi- monthly rtate- 
tor of state and comptroller of the treasoy, a dnplicate statement, in ^^Itn^tors. 
which shall be accurately set forth the names (^ the several contractors 
for convict labor, the amount due from each at the close of the month 
to which the statement refers, and the particnlar class of labor on 
which said contract was based. Upon receiving such certified state- 
ment, the comptroller shaU require unmediate payment from the re- 
speetive parties from whom such sums are due, and when paid, certify 
the same into the state treasury as in other cases. If payment be not 
made within fourteen days after demand (of claims due), such claims 
shall bear interest at the rate of six per cent., from the dose of the 
month in which the labor was performed. On payment, the state 
treasurer shall execute and deliver his receipt in quadruplicate — one to 
the person making the payment, one to the auditor of state, one to the 
comptroller of the treasury, and one to the clerk of the prison : Pro- 
vided a uniform credit of three months for the hire of said convicts 
may be allowed by the warden and directors to the several contractors : 
Pnvided further, that on the first day of November in each year, pay- 
ment in fdll for the previous year shall be promptly made. 

Sio. 17. AlLmoneys due the institution arising from sources other What moneys 
than claims upon contractors for convict labor, shall be paid to the wai^ "^^^l ^ P^^^ 
den, who shall pay over the same to the treasurer of state at the close Vi^ aud^diih 
of each month ; which moneys shall be certified into the treasury, in posUioD ihere- 
the same manner that other moneys are certified into the treasury. For of bj him« 
all moneys so paid over by the warden, triplicate receipts shall be 
given, one of which shall be forthwith deposited with the auditor of 
state, one with the comptroller, and the other retained by the warden, 
to be entered by the clerk and filed with the papers of the prison. A 
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full and detailed statement of all sncb moneys receired and paid orer 
to the treasurer of state shall be made out by the clerk at the close of 
each quarter of the year ; which statement shall set forth minutely in 
detail the several amounts received, from whom, at what time, and on 
what accounts, and shall be immediately deposited with the auditor of 
state. 

8x0. 18. At the regular quarterly meetings of the board of direc- 
tors for February and August of each year, the warden shall submit to 
the board in writing under his hand, an estimate in detail of all the 
supplies, wBetber of clothing, provisions, or otherwise, necessary Iw 
the support and maintenance of the prison for the six months next en- 
suing, and also for twelve months ; which estimates shall be accom- 
panied by the report of the steward, giving the amount of each artnde 
consumed during the last three and six months, and the amount of 
each article then on hand. It shall be the duty of the board to make 
a diligent examination of the estimates thus submitted, and if satisfied 
thac the expenditures contemplated therein are necessary and proper, to 
determine, in accordance with law, which articles shall be bought by 
contract, and the quantities of each that shall be included in the ad- 
vertisement hereinafter provided. The warden and directors may, in 
their discretion, determine whether contracts shall be made for any or 
all of the articles to run for six or twelve months, and shall advertise 
accordingly, appointing the letting to take place as soon after as may be 
deemed proper to secure favorable contracts, so arranging, that all the dif- 
ferent articles wanted, as near as may be, shall be comprehended in the 
same advertisement and letting. Articles other than those provided to be 
bought by contract, shall be purchased by the warden, in such manner 
and quantities, and under such restrictions, as the directors may from 
time to time prescribe, not inconsistent with law. Should any article, 
necessary to the support or maintenance of the prison, be inadvertently 
^ omitted from the estimates herein provided, the same may be included 
in an estimate made to some subsequent meeting of the board ; but 
the necessity Ibr such additional estimates shall be avoided as far ns 
possible. The warden shall submit to the board of directors^^ at each 
of their regular quarterly meetings, in writing under his hand, and cer- 
tified to by the deputy warden, a statement showing the number of 
assistant keepers, guards and other persons employed about the insti- 
tution, their names, employment and wages, naming the shop or hall 
where employed, and shall state in the same whether, in their opinion, 
the services of any of the said persons may be dispensed with during 
the quarter next ensuing ; and if the warden and deputy warden should 
deem it necessary, they shall recommend the appointment of additional 
assistant keepers or guards ; and if they shall deem such increase neces- 
sary, shall name the number needed, and the hall, shop, or place where 
such person is to be employed, or what service or duty be or they are to 
perform ; which said statement the board shall cause to be placed upou 
the journal, and shall take such action relative thereto as in their judg- 
ment they shall deem proper. All estimates provided for herein, shall 
be recorded upon the journal, and the original filed with the papers of 
the prison. 

Sec. 19. All contracts for provisions, clothing, medicines, forage, 
fuel, buildings or repairs for the penitentiary, where the amount in- 
volved in the construction of such buildings or repairs shall exceed one 
hundred dollars, or where, in the purchase of such provisions, ck>tbing, 
fuel| medicines and supplies, the amount purohasea of any one artiole 
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the year MiKmnte to a like sQin, die flame shall be pyen to the 
loiraat bidder, at a pablio letting thereof, if the price bid Is a fair and 
roasoQable one» and not greater than the osoal market value and price 
at wholesale; or if the price bid for fornbhing materiaf, and constroct- 
ing bnildiogs or repairs, is fair and reasonable, and not higher than is 
nsoal in snob eases. Each bid shall be accompanied by a bond, as is Bond to ae- 
provided for in section thirty-nine of this act. Notice of the time, compaoy each 
place, and conditions of the letting of each contract, shall be given for ^'^^' 
at least two oonsecative weeks in two daily newspapers in the city of Co- 
lambas, and in sach other papers as the warden and directors may deem 
expedient. If all the bids made at sach letting are deemed nnreason- ^ 

ably high, the directors may in their discretion decline to contract, 
and shall again advertise for proposals, and shall so continue to renew 
the advertisement until satis^tory contracts may be had ; and, in the 
meantime, the warden and directors may contract with any one whose 
oflbr may be regarded just and proper ; but no contract thns made shall 
he let to run more than sixty days, or shall in any case extend beyon^ « 

a pnblio letting. No bid shall be accepted, and a contract entered into 
in pursuance thereof where such bid is higher than any other bid made at 
the same letting for the same article or labor, where a contract can be 
had at the lower bid ; when two or more bids for the same article or labor 
are equal in amount, the directors may select the one which, all things 
considered, may by them be tboaght best for the interest of the state, 
or may divide the contract among the bidders, as in their discretion 
may sevm proper and right : Provided, no contract shall be given or • 
purchase made wherein either of the directors or any one of the officers 
of the penitentiary is interested. All contracts or purchases made in 
violation of this provision shall be void, and no contract shall be valid 
until approved by the auditor and attorney-general. Upon the accept- 
ance of a bid by the directors, the bidder shall be immediately notified 
thereof; should he fail within five days thereafter to appear at the office 
of the penitentiary, and enter into bonds to the satisfaction of the di- 
rectors, to execute and fulfill the contract, the same shall be considered 
void. 

Sio. 20. The warden and directors may enter into contracts for Contracts for 
working the convicts, upon such branches of business as in their judg- working con- 
ment will best subserve the interests of the state, and tend to promote ^'^^ 
the welfiue of the prisoners — so arranging as to invite the largest 
measure of competition on the part of contractors, showing no par- 
tiality or preference between them, and not excluding bids for the hire 
of convicts on branches of business at the time prosecuted in the 
prison ; the said convicts may be hired, in any number not exceeding 
fifty in one oontract, and for any time not exceeding five years ; all con- 
tracts for working convicts shall be given to the highest bidder, if the 
price bid shall be a fair and reasonable compensation for the labor of 
the convicts, of the letting of which the directors shall give at least 
four weeks' notice in two daily or weekly papers in the city of Colum- 
bus, one in the city of Cincinnati, and one in the city of Cleveland. 
Each bid shall be aocompanied by a bond, as is provided for in section Contractors' 
thirty-nine of this act ; and all contractors shall be required by the di- bonds, 
rectors to give security to the state of Ohio for the faithful performance 
of then* oontracts, iif such amounts as the directors, in their judgment, 
may think proper and right, at any letting provided for herein. If the Re-letting of 
bids mad3 should be less than a ftfir and reasonable compensation for contracts, 
the labor thus bid for, the directors may, at their discretion, decline to 
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oontraofc at Ae rates oflbred, and sball, at tbe expiration of ninety days 
thereafter, proceed again to advertise for a new letting, as before, and 
shall so oontiDtte, at stated periods of ninety days, to advertise a letting 
of contracts, until the same shall be successful ; and, in the meantime, 
all convicts not contracted for, according to the provisions of this seo- 
tioD, shall be hired, or otherwise employed by the directors and warden 
in such manner as they may deem most conducive to the interests of the 
state ; such employment shall be regarded as temporary, to terminate 
at any public letting, and not to extend over the period of three 
months ; and in no case whorein a publio lt*tting of convicts shall be 
had, shall any bid be accepted and a contract entered into, where sach 
bid is lower than any other bid made for the same labor. The time 
fixed upon for any letting of convicts shall be at least fonr ^eeks prior 
the expiration of the term for which the convicts to be let shall have 
been previously hired. 

Sac. 21. It shall be the duty of the warden and directors to make 
such^ arrangements with the contractors who now have contracts for 
convict labor, and so^to make all future contracts, as will permit each 
convict who performs his task io a workman-like manner, to have a cer- 
tain amount of labor allotted him each day for a day's work, and the 
time so gained, after the performance of the task, may be occupied in 
attending the prison school, or in labor for the contractors, whichever 
may be thought best by the warden, the labor to be at the same rate 
the contractors pay the state for the same work ; and if any convict 
who shall have so made over-work, shall for any cause be unable to 
make full work on any other day or days, no deduction shall be made 
from his over-work earnings on that account. It shall be the duty of 
the officer in immediate charge of the prisoners to take daily account of 
the over-work so made, and to return the samo to the office at the end 
of each month. Tbe money so earned shall be paid into the state 
treasury, upon the certificate of the warden, and shall be collected the 
same as money due the institution from the contractors, and the con- 
tractors are hereby prohibited from paying in money or otherwise to 
any other person or persons whatever, on account of convicts' over^ 
work; and an accurate and detailed account of all such moneys, bj 
whom earned, tbe time when, the amount, and to whom payable, shall be 
kept by the said warden, in a book provided for that purpose, and shall 
also enter tbe same monthly, in a pass book which the prisoner may keep 
for that purpose. 

Sxo. 22. It shall be the duty of the contractor, at the close of each 
month, to pay into the state treasury the aggregate amount then in his 
hands belonging to the several convicts for over-work. The treasurer 
shall receive and receipt for the money, as in case of state funds ; re- 
ceipt in duplicate, one to the warden and the other to the contractor, 
and the warden shall dispose of the receipts as directed in section ten 
of this act. The treasurer shall open and keep an account with 
the fund to be denominated *'the prisoner's over-work fund." Each 
convict, at the close of his term, may draw from the treasury his pro- 
portion of the fund, upon the certificate of the warden, and upon the 
written request of the convict, to be filed with the auditor of sUte. 
The warden at any time, on request of the prisoner, and with the appro- 
bation of the board of directors, may draw from Ae treasury the amount 
due such convict from the fund, or any part thereof, for the purchase of 
books or magaaines, for the use of the convict, of a character to be approved 
by the warden and chaplain, which said books or magazines shall be pur- 
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aliased for Che coDTiot, bj or under tbe direction of tbe wtvden, for wbicb 
no eommisBion sball be charged, in such a manner tbat tbe convict may 
have them ait the lowest cash price at which they may be obtained of the 
publishers, unless a small number only of each descrif>tion should be 
taken, in which case a fair retail price may be charged. But no cost shall 
aocme to the state for postage or other expenses which may arise under this 
section. The convict may also, in the manner herein provided, at any Money mavbti 
time draw money which is due him, for the purpose of transmitting the drawn for ben- 
aame tohb family or friends, for their use, or to be invested for him efit of familiei 
nntil bis release, but for any other use the convict is hereby prohibited ®^ frieadi •f 
from drawing money from the treasury : Provided^ that nothiog herein ®®''^'®'*- 
contained shall prevent the convict at the time of his release from draw- 
ing the full amount of money then due him. 

Sec 23. That Wh convict possessing a fair knowledge of reading, Time of daily 
writing, and arithmetic, shall be kept at work every day in the year, J**>or of «ob- 
Sundays excepted , not exceeding an average of ten hours each day during ' 

the year; and when the labor of each day is finished, such tools and 
materials as may be easily removed shall be taken to places of safety until 
the hour of labor shall return. Upon no pretext shall a convict on contract Sunday labor 
be required to labor on Sunday, nor shall any convict be compelled to do ?n contracia 
other than necessary labor for the state on that day ; facilities for attend- bl^^^j!llJ[* 
mg religious services regularly on Sunday shall be afibrded each convict, ^ 
io far as' the same can be done judiciously. 

Sec. 24. That the auditor shall keep a regular account with Auditors ac- 
the warden of the penitentiary, charging him with all moneys paid on coon t with 
account of the institution, and crediting hini by all moneys paid into the ^ ^ ^^' 
treasury on the production of the treasurer's receipt for said payment. 

Sec. 25. The warden is hereby authorized, so far as practicable Classificatioa 
with existing contracts (and all contracts hereafter made for convict of couvMto. 
labor shall so provide), to classify the convicts according to their age and 
disposition — placing all young men under twenty-one years of age (un- 
less the conduct of the same shall forbid it), in a shop or shops by 
themselves, and give them such work as will be most beneficial to them 
when discharged ; and persons convicted of the higher crimes, or who 
shall be convicted a second time of penitentiary offenses, or whose con- 
duct may require it, shall be worked in a shop by themselves, and all 
incorrigibles may be confined in celb or worked in cells or shops by 
themselves, at such employment as the warden and directors, or a ma- 
jority of them, may deem most fitting for them or profitable to the state. Compensatiea 

Sec. 26. It shall be the duty of the warden and directors to allow ^b<^^ ^ 
to all convicts to whom, from the nature of their employment, it is im- 2me^ **" 
practicable to assign a daily allowance of work, and who, in the judg- 
ment of the warden and directors, are entitled thereto by their fidelity 
and extra labor, such compensation as may appear to them equitable in 
comparison with the amount of labor required of other prisoners. If 
sach labor is performed for a contractor or the warden, the said compen- 
sation to be required from the contractor or warden for whom it was 
performed, shall be collected, kept and paid into the treasury in the 
same manner as other overwork money. If such labor is performed for 
the state, it shall be paid for by the state. 

Ssc. 27. That the warden of the penitentiary is hereby required to U. S. convUti 
recmve all criminals sentenced to the penitentiary by the authority of to be received, 
the United States, and to keep them at hard labor, or in solitary con- ®^' 
finement, agreeably to the order of the court pronouncing such sentence, 
until legidly discharged therefrom ; and the warden shall certify the ex- 
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pense of every oonviot committed to bis care under this seolioii, as ia 
required of sberifi bj tbe act entitled ** an act for tbe confinement of 
prisoners under the authority of tbe United States in the jails of this 
state," and t)m warden shall be allowed to charge and receive therefor, 
for the use of the state, at the rate of forty cents per day for board, tbe 
actual cost of clothing furnished, and one dollar per month for the use 
of the prison ibr each of said prisoners, during the time the same shall 
be confined ; and prisoners confined under the authority of the United 
States, shall be subject in all respects to the same treatment as though 
committed under state laws. 

Sec. 28. It shall be the duty of the warden to provide all convicts 
with a clean straw bed, and safficiency of covering at all times to protbct 
them from the inclemency of the season, and also with garments of a 
coarse material, suited to and sufficient for the season ; and he shall 
furnish them with a sufficiency of coarse but wholesome food, with suoh 
alternation of food as in the opinion of the physician of the penitentiaiy 
shall be most conducive to the health of the prisoners ; and it shall be 
Ihe dnty of the warden, when in his opinion it shall be necessary, to 
employ suitable persons to instruct the prisoners in any work in which 
they may be employed, when the same is for state purposes ; and during 
part of the time of his or her confinement, as the court before whom such 
conviction shall be had shall direct to be in solitary cells, such prisoner 
shall be confined in the solitary cells, at such intervals and in such man- 
ner as the warden and directors may deem proper ; and one or more 
guards shall patrol said penitentiary at least twice in every hour during 
ue night, until the hour of labor on the succeeding morning. - 

Sec. 29. That neither the warden, directors, or other officer or 
employee of the prison, shall employ the labor of any convict, or of any 
other person who may be in the employment of the prison, in any work 
or labor in which such warden, director, officer or employee is himself 
personally interested, except that the warden by an agreement with tbe 
directors may employ about his household such convicts as he may need, 
for which a compensation shall be made the state, which the directors 
may deem just and reasonable. No officer or employee of the prison, 
contractor, foreman, or any other person, shall have any goods or wares 
made, repaired, or manufactured in the state shops, nor shall any pris- 
oner be permitted to repair or manufacture any article, goods or wares, 
except for the contractor who hires him, or for the state. No officer, or 
employee, of the prison, or other person, shall buy for him or themselves 
any provisions, fuel or supplies, or any article in connection with the 
supplies purchased for the prison, nor shall officers or other persons use 
for themselves or family, or purchase any provisions, fuel, or supplies, 
or any article whatever bought for the use of the institution. Any per- 
son offisnding against either of the provisions of this section shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be 
fined in any sum not exceeding two hundred dollars, and be imprisoned 
in the county jail not exceeding sixty days, and if an officer of the 
prison, shall be discharged from his office. 

Sso. 80. That no vinous, spirituous, or fermented Jiquors, except 
such as may be prescribed by the attending physician for any convict 
in ill health, shall be introduced, given, bartered or sold to any of tbe 
convicts within the penitentiary. And no goods, the property of the 
state or of any contractor or contractors, or of any convict withm the 
penitentiary, shall be bought, bartered or exchanged with any convict. 
Nor shall any article of goods or property be given or sold by any per> 



KA to a codtM, imleflfl the ooment of the warden shall he first ohtatned; 
nd any person or permms oflending against either of the provbions of 
this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdenieaoor, and npon conyio- 
tion thereof, for every sneh o&nse shall be fined in any sum not exoeed- 
iog fifty dollars, or imprisoned in the jail of the proper county for any 
length of time not exceeding thirty days, at the discretion of the court. 

Bao. 31. It shall be lawful to punish prisoners for the infraction of PuniBhment.of 
&e discipline by solitary confinement in daiic cells, and by deprivation refractory 
of food other thsn bread and water, but no other punishment whatever <^<^^<^^ 
shall be infiicted. Should the warden, deputy warden, or other officer 
or employee of the prison be found guilty of violating this provision, the 
directors shall forthwith cause the officer or employee so offending to be 
discharged from his offioe or employment : Provided^ alwayg. That when 
several convicts combined, or any single convict, shall offer violence to 
any officer or guard of the penitentiary, or to any other convict, or do, 
or aiitempt to do any injury to the building or any work-ehop, or to any 
appurtenance thereof, or shall attempt to escape, or shall resist or dis- 
obey any lawful command, the officers of the prison shall use all suitable 
means to defend themselves, or to enforce the observance of discipline, 
to secure the persons of the offenders, and to prevent such attempted 
violence or escape; or if the guards employed in said penitentiary, or 
any of them should, in the attempt to prevent the escape of any convict, 
or in attempting to retake any convict who has escaped, or in attempt- 
ing to prevent or suppress a mutiny, take the life of such convict, such 
gnard shall not be held responsible therefor unless the same was done 
unnecessarily and wantonly.

Skc. 85. The directors and warden of the penitentiary shall, from 
time to time, estsblish by-laws, rules and regulations for the discipline 
and government thereof, and the warden, for himself and assistants, 
shall be held responsible for the observance and enforcement of such 
by-laws, ruleis and regulations : Provided, always, That such by-laws, 
rules and regulations shall not be contrary to law ; and the directors 
shall submit such bv-laws, rules and regulations to the legislature aft 
each session thereof ; And provided, always. That nothing in this act 
shall be so construed as to prevent officers of the Ohio penitentiary from 
holding their respective offices until their successors in office shall be 
appointed and qualified. 

Sec. 36. Ine hospital of the penitentiary shall, under such pondi- 
tions as the directors, warden and physician may provide, be accessible 
to the professors and students of Starling medical college, and other 
physicians of Columbus, once a week, during the annual college terms, 
for clinical instruction : Provided, That no convict shall be subjected 
by such professors to any involuntary examination or surgical operation. 

Sec. 37. It shall be lawful for the directors and wa^en to reward, 
at their discretion, any prisoner who by meritorious conduct shall sig- 
nally serve the interests of the institution or the state ; and may permk 
an extra reward to be given to prisoners, n9t interfering wiHh the inter- 
ests of the state. 

Seo. 88. That in every case in which a new warden for the peni- 
tentiary shall be appointed, the warden whose term of office shall have 
expired, shall deliver over to his successor quiet and peaceable possession 
of the penitentiary buildings, with aU the property of the state in his 
poesession, together with the convicts ; and it shall be the duty of such 
suooeeding warden to give to his predecessor a receipt for the property 
and convicts aforesaid ; the warden whose term of office shall nave ex- 
pired shall also make out, under oath, a full and detailed account of all 
the receipts and expenditures of the penitentiary since his last annual 
report, or that have not been reported to the auditor of state at any time 
during his term of office ; also, a true inventory, with the contract price 
of all the property in his possession as su<di warden, belonging to the 
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slate, eonsistiiiff of raw materiolB and mannfaotarecl articles, mediaiftes, 
forage, and all Kinds of proyisions provided for in the peniteotiaij, and 
shall deliver the sane over to his sncoessor, together with all moneys 
on hand, stating in full the sonroes of paid moneys and the amount from 
eadi sonroe ; it shall he the duty of the succeeding warden to give to 
his predecessor in office his receipt for such property and moneys as 
may be scheduled and delivered over to him as aforesaid ; and if any 
such retiring warden shall refuse or neglect to comply with any of the 
provisions of this section, he shall be held guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof, shall be fined in any sum not exceeding one thou- 
sand dollars, and be imprisoned in the county jail for any period not 
less than one month nor more than six months, or both, at the discretion 
of the eonrt. 

Sao. 39. That whenever any bond is required of a contracting party Bonda of con- 
by the provisions of this act, every such contracting party shall file his g^*^" ^ ^ 
said bond with the said warden and directors at the time of putting in 
such proposals or bids for each contract, which said bond shall be in 
such sum as the said warden and directors shall direct, conditioned that 
the party making the proposals or bids, will accept the contract if the 
same be awarded to said party, and for the faithful performance of the 
contract on the part of such contracting party, and no bids or proposals 
shall be received unless such bond accompany the same. 

Skc. 40. The warden, deputy warden, clerk, steward, physician. Payment of 
chaplain, matron, and the guaids and other employees of the prison, ofiScen and 
shall be paid monthly, out of the state treasury, on the certificate of the ^™^ oyeea. 
warden, countersigned by th^ clerk, and endorsed by at least two 
directors, and the directors shall be paid quarterly. 

Seo. 41. That all fines arising out of prosecutions under this act Fines, 
shall be collected by the proper officer, and paid into the state treasury 
for the use of the state. 

Sio. 42. The terms of all persons holding office under the provisimis Expiration of 
of the acts repealed by section forty-three of this act, shall expire upon ^^™" ^{ 
the appointment and qualification of the officers whose terms of office are q^^^q|^' 
provided for in this act. The office of clerk of the penitentiary, as pro- 
vided for and created under the provisions of former laws, is hereby 
abolished ; to take effect upon the day preceding the first Monday in 
May next. No change of salary of officers and employees provided for 
herein, shall effect those now holding office or employment, under their 
present appointment. 

Sec. 43. That the act entitled ** an act providing for the appoint- AcU repealed, 
ment and more thorough system of accountability of officers of the Ohio 
penitentiary, fixing their compensation, prescribing their duties, and 
determining the manner of working the convicts, passed March 24, 
1860," and ta\ act entitled ''an act to prevent dealing with convicts, 
passed February 25, 1834," also sections six, seven, eight, nine, ten, 
eleven, twelve, twenty, twenty-one, twenty-three, twenty-four and 
twenty-five of an act entitled " an act making provisions for cariying 
into efi^t the acts for the punishment of crimes, passed February 20, 
1835," and all laws and parts of laws inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act, are hereby repealed.

Bsti enaeUd hy the Generai Anembfy ofAe State of ^^ indebl- 
Ohio^ That in ease jadieUl prooeediogs are or may hereafter be pend- edaeee of rail- 
ing in anj of the cooHs sitting, or whioh may at in this state, for the roads may be 
sale of any railroad, and the same is in the hands of a reoeiver or recetv- a4]ixsted,^in 
en appointed by snoh oonrt, it shall be lawful for two^hirds in interest "^^^^^^ 
of eadi class of mortgagees or holders of the bonds issued under snoh pending. 
mor^ages, and two-thiras in interest of all other olasses of creditors of 
such company, and two-thirds in shares of the stockholders thereof, to 
agree in writing upon a plan for the adjustment of such indebtedness by 
oqntalizatton or otherwise.

Skction 1. Bett enacted by the General AeeenMy of the Stale of 
Ohio, That sections twenty-four, twenty-nine, thirty-one, thirty-nine» 
finty, fortjKme and forty-two, [forlj-fonr and forty-five] of the above 
recited act be so amended as to read as follows : 

Sec. 24. The county commissioners of each county in this state 
shall, at their June sesraon, in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
ozty-eight, and every tenth year thereafter, divide their county into 
suitable and convenient districts, not less than tbe number of townships 
in their county ; and any county within the limits of which there is a 
dty, the commissioners shall divide said city into districts, comprising 
widiin each not less than one ward nor more than five, and no township 
or ward shall be divided in making such district, which district shall be 
composed of contiguous territory; and the commissioners shall give 
notice by publication in some newspaper in the county, and if no news- 
paper is published in the county, tnen by public notice set up in each 
township and ward, at the usual place of holding elections, setting forth 
the boundaries of districts in cities, and the qualified electors of such 
districts shall, at the October election, in the year eighteen hundred and 
^ty-eigfat, and every tenth year thereafter, elect some citiaen of such 
district, having the qualifications of an elector, as assessor of real prop- 
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erfy within soeli distriot ; the ladgefl of eleotion tbaD keep a separale 
poU-book for the election of Baid asseaeors, and the retnnis thereof, dolj

auch case, add to or take from the valuation of any one or more of such 
towns, or of property not in towns, such per centum aa they shall believe 
will raise or reduce the same to its true value in money.

There shall be an annual county board for the equalization Annnal coon* 
of the real and personal property, moneys and credits, in each county, ^y '^^'^'^^^^ 
exclusive of cities of the first and second class, to be composed of the ^^^ 
county commissioners and county auditor, who shall meet for that pur- 
pose at the auditor's office in each county, on the first Wednesday af^er 
the third Monday of May, annually. Said board shall have the power 
to hear complainta and to equalize the valuation of all real and personal' 
property, moneys and credits, within the county, and shall be governed 
oy toe rules prescribed in the thirty-ninth section of the act to which this 
is an amendment, for the government of county boards for the equali* 
ation of real property : Ptwided^ That said board shall not reduce 
the value of the real property of the county below the aggregate value 
tbereof aa fixed by the state board of equaliaation, nor below ita aggre-

Be it enacted hy the General Aeeemhly of the State of 
Okio^ That the boards of county commissioners in the several connties ^ ^ WT 
of this state, wherein was adopted the system of paying a bounty, in ^J^for boiu^ 
addition to the government bounty, to volunteers from such counties, ^^ p|j^, 
nnder the calls of the president, issued on the second day of July and 
the foorth day of August, 1862, the money for bounty havbg been 
raised or pledged upon the understanding that if the general assembly 
should authorise the levying of a tax for the. purpose, the same should 
be reimbursed, whether so raised and pledged oy the commissioners 
of such counties acting in concert with the county military committees, 
or by those commissioners or committees acting independently and 
directly, or through sub-military committees, be, and they are hereby 
authorifled and required to levy, by tax upon the grand list of taxable 
property of such counties, for the year 1868, an amount sufficnent to

Sbction 1. Beit enacted hf the General A$$enMy of the State of 
Ohio, That no execution shall be issued against any surety or endorser, 
to enforce the collection of snj judgment rendered after the taking tthoi 
of this act, by a justice of the peace, in which bail for the stay of exe- 
cution has been entered, without the written assent of such surety or 
endorser, unless 6uch stay-bail, who shall be primarily liable, and first 
proceeded against, shall have been exhausted ; in which case such surety 
or endorser sball be liable for any unsatisfied balance of such judgment, 
and execution may issue therefor.

kidnapping, Ohio. That any person or persons who shall kidnap, or forcibly or 
ilegal arrests, fraudulently cany off, or decoy out of this state, any white person or 
i^ persons, or shall arrest and imprison any white person or persons, with 

an intention of having such person or persons carried out of the state, 
unless it be in pursuance of the laws thereof, or of the United States, 
or a military order of the constituted authorities thereof, or of the con-

SsonoN 1. Be it enacted hy the General AseenMy of the State of 
Ohio, That the auditor of state, qaartermast^>general of Ohio, and 
treasurer of state, be and they are hereby constituted a board of oommis- 
sioners to examine, adjust, and allow such claims of the citizens of the 
state of Ohio as in the opinion of said oommissioners shall be just and 
proper, not otherwise provided for, accruing previous to the year 1863, 
growing out of military transactions, and of the following character, to 
wit : 1st. Claims for pay of volunteers enlisted under the authority of 
the state or general government, for such time as they are not entitled 
to receive pay from the general government, althongh such volunteers 
may have been discharged without having been mustered into service. 
2d. Claims for recruiting service, and the legitimate tmd reaaonabla 
expenses incident thereto, accruing under the authority of this state or 
general government, where the contract, or understanding at the lime, 
has been fully complied with on the part of the claimant, and not on the 
part of the state or general government, through consoltdatLon of regi- 
ments or otherwise. 8d. All claims of field officers of regiments raitied, 
or authorized to be raised, for the army of the United States, for the 
time such officers were actually engaged under appointments from the 
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gmmoT^ in orgasiiiDg snoh reguneote, or doing ivty in omdu of ran- 
dovooa or instmotion, before their muster into the servioe of the United 
States, in case they were disoharged from the service hy the consolidfr- 
tion of their reniments.

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AN ACT 

To provide for the establishment of a commission in the citj|r of Cincinnati, to 
encourage immigration, and to prevent fraudulent practices against immi- 
grants to the state of Ohio. 

Section 1. Se it enacted hy the General A$$emWy of the State of 
Ohio, That the goyernor shall appoint and oommiasion a commiiiBioDer 
of immigration, wbo shall be a citizen of the state, and shall hold hia 
office for the term of four (4) years from the date of his commiasioa, 
and shall receive no compensation from the state for his services. 

Skc. 2. It shall be the duty of said commissioner to give the immi- 
grants the necessary information in relation to the soil and climate of 
the state, and the various branches of business advantageously to be 
pursued therein, and the most expedient and cheapest route by which 
the immigrant can reach the various parts of the state, and to give 
such further informatlbn as will protect immigrants from many impoei* 
iions often practiced upon them. 

Sec. 3. It is hereby made the duty of said commissioner to ascer- 
tain where lands within this state are held for sale by the state, corpo- 
rations, or private persons, and to aid as far as possible in the disposal 
of said lands to proper persons, on moderate terms, and for which pur^ 
pose he shall gather and post in a book, detailed information in relation 
to such lands, for the benefit of all such immigrants who may call upon 
him fur the purpose of locating in this state. 

Skc. 4. The commissioner aforesaid may cause an advertisement of 
bis official duties, with so much of this act as he may see fit, and such 
information as he may deem advisable, together with a direction to bis 
place of business, to be printed in the English and Geinian languugo, 
and to be placed in a conspicuous place, at the different termini of all 
public carriers in the state of Ohio ; and any person or persons refuting 
to permit the same to be thus posted, or hindering the same, or in any 
manner defacing the same, after it shall have been thus posted, shall, 
upon conviction thereof, before any justice of the peace or police court, 
be fined in any sum not less than five (5) nor more than tweutj-five 
(25) dollars, for each and every such offense. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the commissioner to keep a register, 
in which the name of all immigrants calling upon him or consult iug him 
shall be registered, their nationality, age, place of destination, and the 
branches of business intended to be pursued by them. 

Said commissioner shall procure a seal, upon which shall 
be engraved the arms of the state of Ohio, and the words ** conuni.^sioner 
of immigration,'' which seal, together with all official regiaters and 
papers, shall bo handed over to his successor. 

Sec. 7. The following sura of money is hereby appropriated out of 
any moneys in the state treasury not otherwise appii>|jriaic(J, to carrj 
out the oijects of this act, the sum of five bundled dollars, to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the governor, in a puMication of a 
dei^cription of the i^tate in English, German, and ^ucii otlier languages 
as the governor shall deem advisable, in the purcha.^o of maps and books 
to be u>cd in the office of the commi:^bioncr, to pay the rent of un ciiieo, 
and purchasic of a seal to be used by said comniibstoner. 

Skc. 8. The said commissioner shall have power to administer oaths 
and take depositions, and in the performance of i»uch dutie.^, shall bd 
governed by the same laws, and entitled to the same fees as notaries 
public now are or hereafter may be.

to purchase a flre engine for the use of ^Id village. 

SiCTiOM 1. JBeit enacted by the General AnerMy of the State of Ohio, That 
the mayor of the incorporated village of Mount Gilead, in the county of Morrow, and 
state of Ohio, by and with the consent of the common council of said incorporated 
village, is hereby authorized to borrow money, not to exceed twelve hundred dollars, 
at a rate of interest not to exceed seven per cent, per annum, for the purpose of pur- 
chasing a fire engine for the use of said village. 

Sbc. 2. The common council of said incorporated village shall, annually, in the 
years A. D. 1863 and A. D. 1864, levy a tax sufBoient to pay the interest and the one- 
half of the principal of said sum so borrowed, and if, from any cause, said council shall 
refuse or neglect to levy said tax by the first day of June in each of the years as 
specified above, it is hereby made the duty of the auditor of said county to levy said 
tax on all the taxable property, both real and personal, within the limits of said incor- 
porated village, and place the same on the duplicate.

votes against removal, as fully as though the words " agamst removal" were indorsed, 
or otherwise placed thereon ; and they shall enter and certify in the poll-books re- 
spectively, of said general election, the number of votes so counted for removal, and 
the numoer so counted against removal, which poll-books shall be returned and opened, 
as required by the acts regulating said general elections, and the opening of the re- 
turns thereof; and the officers opening the returns of said election, shall, at the same 
time that they make, certify, and sign the abstracts required by law, also make, cer- 
tify, and sign a separate abstract of all the votes so returned for removal or against 
removal, showing the number so given in each township, and the footings, or aggre- 
gate numbers so given in all the townships, which abstract shall be forthwith deposited 
in the clerk's o&e of said county ; and shall be forthwith recorded by the clerk in 
the journal of the court of common pleas of said county, which record, or duly certi- 
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fied copy thereof, shall be taken and received as legal eyidence for all purposes of the 
result of said election. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the sheriff or coroner, as the case may be, to 
cause proclamation to be made to the qualified voters of said county, in the same 
manner and at the same time as by law ne is required to do in other elections, nodfy- 
ing said electors to vote as aforesaid upon the question by this bill submitted to them : 
Provided^ however^ that the omission to punlish such proclamation shall not be 
deemed to impair the validity of any returns that are made in pursuance of section 
four of this bill ; and that in such case the judges of elections shall nevertheless re- 
turn a statement of the votes for and against said removal as hereinbefore provided.

That the city council of said city of Cincinnati are hereby authorized to 
levy a tax not ezceedine twenty hundredths of a mill on the grand duplicate on all 
taxable property in said city of Cincinnati, in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and aizty-three, the receipts whereof shall be paid into the city treasury as a special 
fund for the payment of all expenses incurred in oanying out the purposes of this 
act, and the city treasurer shall dbburse the same on the order of the president, 
countersigned by the secretary, of said board of trustees.

meh bond-holders and oeditors, or either thereof; and in entering into snch airange- 
BMlitB, it si^ require, more than o|M-haIf in amonnt of either the bond-holders and 
erqditcm, or bond-holdeis or eieditoKSy as the ease may be, to giye their assent thereto 
before the same shall be famding upon the parties thereto. 

Sflo. 2. That any such surrender being oonsnmmated, the parties to vhieh ibe 
smne is made, for the pnrpose of controlling, managing, and keeping np any roAd bo

Whxrias, an unholy warfiEure is now waged by certain states against the authority 
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of the legally oonstitated government of the oonntrj, and aa no proyiaion la made hj 
the eonstitation for the suppression of a rehellion, and the enforcement of the laws, 
except through the legally constituted authorities of the country, and as the executioti 
of the laws, in a republican or democratic form of goyemment, depends largely upon 
the loyalty and patriotism of the people ; therefore, 

Resolved by the Otneral Aesembly of the State of Ohio, That we deem it proper, 
as the representatives of the people, to renew our pledges in the name of the people" 
of the state, to the general eovemment, to render it all the aid within our power, both 
morally and physically, in its laudable efibrts to put down the rebellion, preserve the 
constitution, ana restore the union. 

Besolved, That it is with pain and mortification that we hear of the propositions of 
either persons or parties in the north, to divide the loval states with the ultimate de- 
sign of attaching any portion of those states to the so-called southern confederacy ; and 
that we do, in the name of the people of the state of Ohio, most solemnly protest against 
such a here^ ; believing that it not only proposes the destruction of the constitution 
and of the Union, but would, if encouraged, result finally in the probable overthrow 
of our civil liberties. 

Besolffedt That any attempt by persons or parties in the north to divide the terri- 
tory of the union, while the general govemn&ent is waging war for its preservation, is 
an act of disloyalty, giving aid and comfort to the enemies of the countiy, and is de- 
serving the severest reprehension and condemnation of all lojal men and good citizens. 

Beeolvedf That the governor be requested to forward copies of the foregoing pream- 
ble and resolutions to the president of the United States, and to each of our senators 
and representatives in congress.

Wherxas, These kind offices on the part of our people, either in their individual 
or associate capacity, have been so important to the service as to be altogether indis- 
pensable, and all performed voluntarily, generously, and without recompense, other 
than that which flows from the consciousness of doing a kind action, and merit at the 
hands of this body a public recognition. Therefore, 

let. Resolved ^ the General AeeenMy of the State of Ohio, That the thanks of 
this body are due and are hereby tendered to ihe ladies of our state, as individuals, or in 
their associate capacity of soldiers' aid societies or otherwise, for their laudable and 
most praiseworthy efforts in relief of the wants and necessities of our patriotic sol- 
diery.
